Assistant Surgeon Chapin, plague laboratory, reports, March 6, 
through Passed Assistant Surgeon Glover: 

During the month of February, 1909, 2,872 rats were delivered at 
the laboratory and 2,729 were necropsied. No plague-infected rats 
were found. Of the necropsied rats 723 were females. One hundred 
and fourteen fleas were found upon 52 rats examined for this purpose. 

The last plague rat was found September 26, 1908.
